or two on the eVening of that day, bat no ram before the I Ith.—Apricots were never 
more abundant; iht y hang in clusters at eveiy bisnch —Peach trees were in bluuiii 
on the loth, jnd on the i6th, we had moderate rain lor a few hourSi which diU not 
matet tally ..flfect the fiuit, of which there is a fair promise aid beyond that of coiit- 
nion years — I he plum, the cherry and the pear by a singular combination of lie^'. 
in the latter pan of April and the beginiiiiig of May, lyere brought into bloom to. 
gether on the I4ih. 
As there was but little l^roit on those trees ttie 
yrar, th : 
•ap had flowed into Tuit bud^ for the supply of this. 
They formed pleutcuu»ly. »«¡.l 
at the expansion nothing ctjuld have been more luxuriant, and we were filled » a . 
the hopes of the year 
On the 16ih we had rain ; a little on the ir>n ; a drenching 
rain on the 19ih^ and another soaking rain of 34 hours from the 31st in the mornin^^. 
Never tikas a finer proHpect more connpktely destroyed.—These «»bservations w i; 
correctly apply to a line within a few miles of the sea-shore ; but from the middle 
to t^e north end ol the Island, and on the main at some distance from the shore, iha 
tree« of the same species were in blossom from 3 days to a week earlier, and con- 
aequently the fatlna had produced its cfTcct, and the fruit had set before the rain» vn 
the 16th and l9th.-.This event, so unpleasant to those who take pleasure in produ* 
cing the best kinds of fruit, serves at least to test one point in the cultivation of !> u t 
trees ; and that is, if drenching rains occur within five days of the full bloom, we 
most resign onr esMctatbns of fruit. The case of the apricots p.oves that 11 d:iTs 
without rain are sufficient to secure an abundance ; and future observations ntiiy 
enabl* ns to asceriaio with more precision, the period of dry weather necessaty ior 
different fruits to set. 


We will consign here from our notes, the day on which the species of fruit trees 
under our immediate ob<«ervation, came into full bloom fronn the year 1806.
